ASF to push 
Nally for — 
- $240,000 


The ASF and the NSL buried the hatchet at 


the weekend. 

In an atmosphere described by all sides as 
“very amicable’, the ASF Executive decided to 
support the NSL in its claim for $240,000 in 
sponsorship money alleged to be owed by ASF 
Marketing Ltd. to the League. 


A dispute had arisen out of the arrangements nego- 
tiated by the League before and at the beginning of the 
current seasoin. 


ASF Chairman Sir Arthur George who told the meeting he had 
resigned as a director of ASF Marketing was authorised to negotiate 
resolution of the conflict with ASF Marketing supremo Patrick Nally 
of West Nally Ltd. in San Francisco at the time of the Olympic 
Games. 

In turn, the National League has agreed to take no unilateral 
action pending Sir Arthur George making his report on the outcome 
of the talks with Nally. 

Additionally, the NSL has guaranteed full support for National 
Team commitments, provided that it is properly consulted where 
ASF Marketing is involved in future tour arrangement. 

“We feel that the recent World Soccer Series was a total 
disaster,’ said NSL Chairman Sam Papasavas. 

"We said beforehand that the tournament was too long, too many 
teams were involved and 21 games was too many. 

“That is the way it turned out. Our competition was suspended for 
an excessive period and the players were left flat after it ended. 

“In addition, we will make nothing from this year's NSL Cup, 
whereas last year there was a net profit to the League of in excess of 
$100,000.” 

The League will receive a subsidy of $30,000 towards Cup 
costs, which the ASF is later to recoup from West Nally. 

Papasavas added that the ASF had no contract with ASF Market- 
ing Ltd. for 1985. 

“As a rasult of today’s meeting the relationship between the ASF 
and the NSL is as good as it could be.” said ASF vice-president 
Peter McCann.

/t appears that the challenge rounds will be scrapped, and that the two 
Brisbane teams will be relocated from the National Conference to the Austral- 


ian Conference. 


This would give the National Conference 14 
clubs, and the National Conference only 10. 

By playing home and away, the National Confer- 
ence clubs would have 26 games each. 

The National Conference clubs would have 
to play each other three times, for a total of 27 
games each. 

None of this is certain yet, however. The decision 
rests with the NSL's Council of Clubs which will 
consider 8 number of alternative league formats 
put forward by the management committee. 

It is felt by most clubs, though, that the cost of 
organising the challenge rounds is out of propor- 
tion with income. 

Any change to the NSL would result in the sev- 
enth format since the league started in 1977, and 
NSL leaders ara adamant that this will be the Jast! 

The league started as a straightforward, 14-club 
home-and-away championship. 

In 1979 a bonus point was awarded for a three- 
goal winning margin. 

In 1980 the bonus point system was scrapped. 

In 1981 the league was increased from 14 to 16 
clubs. 

In 1983 three points instead of two were awar- 
ded for a victory.

Everyone, but everyone 
connected with Aussie 
soccer is worried about poor 
attendances. 


Semi-professional clubs can't survive 
with just 500 or 600 paying customers. 
And the bigger clubs need more than 2.- 
000 to 3,000 paying customers just to 
keep their heads above water. 


Clubs are getting squeezed slowly out of 
existence. As a result, players’ earning ability is 
being dramatically jowered and there no fonger 
is the same incentive to play well. In the past, if 
you turned in a great season, you had im- 
proved your bargaining position when it was 
time to talk turkey for next season. 

That certainly isn't the case nowadays. So 
how can we overcome the problem of poor 
crowds? 

Here’s one suggestion: 

Most of our fans sre Europeans. They 
like watching European soccer — a skil- 
ful, creative game in which playors take 


chances, but still maintain possession in 
an efficient and effective fashion, just ike 
Iraklis and Juventus did last month. 

Coaches here should encourage their 
players to try things instead of always playing 
the easy ball. And we've got to cut out the kick 
and rush style. That type of game makes most 
fans sick. 

Maybe we all should get together — media, 
coaches, players, referees, spectators and ad- 
ministrators — to talk this thing out. We've 
got to try to bring back the fans. 

We've got to improve the product to start 
selling it on a much broader scale. We've got 
to promote players through the media, to build 
stars for kids to look up to but let's make damn 
sure that these stars can play. Don't build up 
dummies, like we've sometimes done in the 
past. 

And let's bring quality guest players out here 
again. Not English players, because they've 
done little to improve attendances before, but 
top European players, bali players, players with 
skill and flair. That's what people want to see 
not 750cc Hondas charging up and down the 

field. 





We've got to lift our playing standard. That's 
going to improve the spectacle, create new 
seeieets attract sponsors, and bring back the 
ans, 


Fine the mugs! 


I tuned into 0/28’s ’On The Bail’ show 
the other week just in time to watch a top 
NSL player making a disgusting gesture 
toward a group of opposition fans after 
scoring a goal. 

You'd never get away with that overseas, 
but in Australia we don't give a damn. That's a 
disgrace! 

We've got to improve soccer's image and 
that’s where the administrators and media 
people come in, If you make obscene gestures 
to the crowd in Europe the media crucifles you, 

and your club and federation both fine you. 
That's how such acts have besn stamped out. 

And that’s what we've got to do in Australia, 
Just remember, that adult males aren't the 
only people that go to soccer matches. Women 
and children go too. They don't deserve to be 
offended by certain players who should have a 
lot more respect ‘or fans.

“T now know what it’s like 
to work under such pres- 
sures. 


“I'm not saying they were 
right to sack me, because I 
‘still think it was crazy to 
make a judgement after only 
eight weeks. 


“But I’ve just chalked it 
up to experience,”’ he said. 


Abonyi said he was still 
coming down off a high after 
the international series and 
the involvement with the 
Socceroo side. 


‘Working with Frank 
(Arok) was an experience in 
itself, let alone working with 
the national side. 


“He is the complete 
coach," he said. 


Abonyi said it was fascin- 
ating for him, after playing 
so many times for the Socce- 
Toos, to see things from the 
other side, the coaching side.

Theo Selemidis, 
Pashalis Tzintzis, (Heidelberg Alexander), Kris Kali- 
fatidis, John Kanesoulis, Angie Postecoglou (South 
Melbourne Hellas), Steve Kakantonis, Bill Lazopoulos 
(Western Suburbs) and George Bozikis (Northcote) 
are in the Greece line-up. Coach John Margaritis is 
confident of victory. 

Rob Terzini, Fab Angele, Bruno Cozzella, Tizlano 
Cavallari, Cesare Fattore (Fawkner), Claude Luc- 
chesi (Makedonia), Frank Geremia, Andrew Zinni 
(Juventus), Joe Angele (Heidelberg Alexander) and 
Fab Mancinelli (Green Gully) are in the Italian line- 
up, under coach Tony Boggi. 

The play-off for third place, the curtain-raiser to 
today’s final, ended with Scotland beating Yugoslavia 
34 after extra time. Doug Brown, Joe Sweeney, 
Tommy Cumming, Dave Brogan and Gary McDowell 
scored for Scotland. Dragan Lacmanovic, Zdravko 
Lujic, Viatko Belic and Slobodan Jovanovic scored for 
Yugoslavia. 

Is Lew Stafrace, VSF publicity and promotions offi- 
cer, dreaming too much? Is his plan to revive the 
“World Cup”’ of the 1950’s and 1960's doomed to fail- 
ure? Will the Melbourne-based NSL clubs Jay down 
their weapons long enough to allow their players to 
play in a VSF tournament to celebrate 100 years of 
organised soccer in Victoria, run in conjunction with 
the State government's 150th year celebrations? 


VSF seeks NSL 


backing for 
All Nations Cup 


“I sincerely hope that the All Nations Cup is a huge 
success. I’d like nothing better than to see NSL 
players participating,’’ said Stafrace. ; 

“So far, I'm not making much headway with the 
NSL people. They keep sayin to me that they won’t co- 
operate with the VSF until they get their money from 
ASF Marketing but that’s got nothing to do with the 
VSF. We want to start an annual event and the support 
given the All Nations Cup this November will decide 
whether or not it becomes an important part of Vic- 
torian soccer’s calendar.”’ 

Is it too much to hope that just once in 100 years, the 
Melbourne-based NSL clubs and the VSF will co-oper- 
ate to provide us with a feast of soccer enter- 
tainment? 

“T'm not one of those Federation officials who hope 
that the NSL fails. I hope that the NSL is a resounding 
success, especially now that the NSL people have re- 





solved their promotion and relegation worries. Take a 
look ‘at the Victorian State League and see just how 
competitive it is now. That's a direct result of the NSL 
opening up promotion to its ranks,’’ said Stafrace. 

He wasn't waving an olive branch in front of NSL 
bosses, in order to get them on-side with his All 
Nations Cup plan. He was being sincere. 


Stafrace'’s plan involves clubs taking over the re- 
sponsibilities of fielding ‘‘national’’ teams, Hellas, for 
example, could be in charge of Greece, Albion Rovers 
in charge of Scotland, Juventus in charge of Italy and 
Ringwood Wilhelmina in charge of Holland. These 
clubs would appoint a coach to select his squad and 
provide strips and team managers. 


Stafrace envisages at least 16 ‘‘nations’’ taking 
part. They would be split into four proups of four, the 
top two in each group at the end of a round-robin se- 
ries, advancing to the second stage where eight teams

would be broken into two groups of four. The top two x 
in these groups would enter the semi-finals. 

So far, the VSF hasn’t sent out written details of the 
planned tournament to Melbourne's eight NSL clubs. 
That will be done this week. Stafrace no doubt will be 
hoping for a much better response from the NSL clubs » 4 
than was received from Victorian State League, Met- 
ropolitan League and Provisional League clubs. The I 
VSF sent out letters to its member clubs on June 28, 
asking for clubs to come forward and sponsor ‘‘na- = 4 
tions’’. The letters gave a 14-day period for reply and 
at the end of last week just three clubs had responded. 

Stafrace hasn’t given much thought yet to raising . 
prizemoney for the tournament. The VSF has re- 
ceived a State gevermment grant of $2,508 to cover the 
cost of promoting and staging the All Nations Cup. 

The cup, along with a gala centenary ball, both 
Planned for November, will be the culmination of the 
VSF’s centenary celebrations.

Peter Ollerton says that Preston Make- 
donia’s midfield is its biggest weakness and 
he has doubts about the players’ ability to 
fight back from their series of poor recent re- 
sults. 

“Whether the players can pick themselves up 
now, I’m not too sure. | don't think so, but for 
Frank McAleer’s sake | hope I’m wrong,” said Ol- 
lerton, who was sacked as coach and player by 
Makedonia Jast week. McAleer, who had been O!- 
lerton’s assistant for the past two seasons, took 
over as coach. 


“It’s easy to say now, I suppose, but to be honest 
there’s not a great deal of character in that side. Quite a 
few of the lads are too easily upset. You’ve got the Ma- 
cedonian boys on one side and some British boys on the 
other side and some of them don't get on. We’d able 
to stop that sort of thing in the past but it’s been harder 
this year. 

“T've got no big grudge against the club. I’ve always 
given my best and the club’s looked after me in the past. 
I’m the longest-serving coach in the club’s history. To 
stay at a club like Preston from midway through the 198} 
season until last week was a major achievement as far as 
I’m concerned. 

“The only thing that pisses me off is not being able to 
play. The club’s done this to me after the transfer dead- 
line has passed.” 5 

Ollerton would like nothing better right now than to 
play with his mates at Ferntree Gully in the Metropolitan 
Fourth Division andd enjoy a few beers after each game. 

He's appealing to the ASF over his enforced playing 
ban. He claims that he asked Makedonia president John 
Branov for a transfer at least six weeks ago, after being 
told by the team manager that some committeemen 
thought he’d be better off concentrating on coaching. Ol- 
lerton claims that when he again asked Branov, about 
three weeks ago, the Makedonia president told him that 
the club had decided that he still was needed as a player. 

Ollerton took up the challenge of returning to peak fit- 
ness. 

“TI trained my bloody guts out and for what? The club 
sacks me after the deadline and now I’ve got to wait until 
next year to start playing again. That’s not right. There’s 
no justice in that. 

“I'm appealing to the ASF to try to enable me to join 
another club as a player even though the deadline has 
passed.” i 

Makedonia supporters and committeemen have put 
Ollerton’s coaching and playing efforts under the micro- 
iscope this year. Now, with Ollerton gone, it’s the turn of 
Gary Cole, Graham Heys, Zarko Odzakov, Zoran Iioski 
and Con Opasinis to face close scrutiny. 

“The fans have crucified Cole, Heys, Odzakov, Ilioski 
and Opasinis this year. They've been calling for their 


heads for the past few weeks,”’ said Ollerton. 


- “T really think that some players have been going onto 
the park frightened. I don’t mean frightened about their 
personal safety but frightened to make mistakes out 
there because they know they’ll cop a hell of slagging 
from the fans. As a consequence, some players have been 
hiding during games. They haven’t really wanted the ball. 

“The committee told me three weeks ago that they’d 
hadd a meeting to discuss the performances of Cole, 
Heys, Odzakov, flioski and Opasinis. John Branov and the 
team manager told me that just because the club had 
spent money on players and just because they had big 
names didn’t mean that I had to pick them every week. 

“But that’s never been the case with me and frankly it 
never will be. I always pick lads who I think will do the 
job. It’s as simple as that. Even though Cole was in a rut 
as regards scoring, I always looked at his effort out there 
and I considered that he was putting in more than some of 
these so-called stars. 

“Anyway I told these five players to their faces and in 
front of everybody that the club wasn’t happy with their 
efforts and if they expected to be here next year then 
they’d better buck up.

“Anyway, who could I replace these players with? 
Have you seen Preston’s youth team? Look at where they 
are in the league. Maybe one or two of these lads could 
last the 90 minutes but the rest aren’t the best.”’ 

A measure of Ollerton’s achievements at Makedonia 
can be seen in the rise in status of the first team squad 
since 1981. When he took over there were a lot of lesser- 
known players in the squad. Now the McMillans, Lucche- 
sis, Potters, Petrovskis and Dobson of the NSL world are 
big names. 

That’s his legacy to the club. Time will tell how McA- 
leer, the committee and fans treat the talent at their dis- 


posal.

Argentinian for APIA, 


4 guns for Bergers?

Marconi has lost Rene Colusso and Mateo 
Collucci without either of them playing a 
game, but APIA hopes for better luck with 
Argentinian midfielder Federico Allejandro 


Gordon, 26, from River Plate in Buenos Aires. 

Gordon has been recommended by former APIA star Ricardo 
Campana. ‘‘If you think I was good, then this boy is twice as good 
as I was,”’ Campana told APIA secretary Frank Sbisa. 

Gordon, who has had 25 appearances in River Plate’s senior 
team but has been playing in the reserves lately, will arrive in 
Sydney on July 26, on a two-year contract. 

Sbisa, however, says Gordon will have to produce all his Latin 
magic to break into the APIA team which is in top gear, with 
Arno Bertogna, John Bradley and Rob DeCeglie firing on all 
cylinders. 

Another APIA victory seems inevitable on Sunday, when the 
Italian outfit takes on Blacktown at Gabbie Stadium. 

Marconi intended up to 1 pm last Sunday to use Colusso against 
St George Budapest. However, an expected clearance from the 
Italian Soccer Federation failed to arrive, so Colusso was unable 
to play. He returns now to Italy, without having kicked a ball for 
Marconi. 

At least he came to Sydney! Collucci, the Italian player who 
was to have had a guest stint with Marconi, didn’t turn up at all 
because of visa problems, 

Perhaps it’s all for the best, as coach Les Scheinflug now 
doesn’t have to drop anyone from his winning team. With Craig 
Mason in a creative mood in midfield, Marconi should beat 
Canberra Arrows, whose coach Doug Collins was moved to com- 
ment after the loss to APIA last weekend that his midfield had 
been ‘“‘rubbish’’ and his front line ‘‘a disgrace.”’ 

Heidelberg-Alexander coach Brian Garvey has an embarrass- 
ment of riches following the arrival of Scottish striker Stuart Ste- 
venson. The other three strikers in the squad — Steve Winn, Paul 
Tzintzis and Scott Patterson — also are top-line players too yalu- 
able to drop. Perhaps Garvey should try using all four of them — 
Tzintzis coming back deep on the right as Patterson does on the 
left, and Stevenson partnering Winn in the middle. 

Against Brisbane City in Brisbane on Sunday, sweeper Charlie 
Yankos returns after a two-week suspension, but left back John 
Gabrielson is out for a long time with a chipped ankle bone. 

The George Cross v Croatia match at Chaplin Reserve will be 
featured on Channel O’s “Match of the Day’’ programme on 
Sunday night. 

George Cross was unlucky not to beat Adelaide City Juventus 
last weekend, as Don Maclaren missed a penalty, but will find it 
harder against Croatia which has so much talent that it can’t find 
regular positions for Socceroos Jim Campbell and Peter Lewis. 
Keith Adams also is back from overseas, to add to the team selec- 
tion problems of coach Tony Vrzina who, incidentally, is the only 
NSL coach not to have experienced defeat so far this season. 

George Cross hopes to have Jim 0’ Reilly back from overseas to 
help counter the powerful Croatia attack. Croatia has the ability 
to score from anywhere — Brogan, Markovac, Biskic, Cumming, 
Gojevic, Antolovic and Campbell if he plays, all have the goalsco- 
ring knack. 

Green Gully should regain the services of fuJl back David 
Hogben who was suspended last weekend, while Juventus looks a 
better side since the inclusion of Brian Brown from Scotland. 
Both teams are desperate — Green Gully because of the relega- 
tion threat and Juventus because it wants to stay in the top five, 
so I expect a draw by two teams unwilling to risk mistakes. 

Green Gully expects midfielder Gordon Wallace to arrive from 
Scotland on August 17 and David Smallman has been reinstated to 
the squad after a letter of apology over his behavior. 
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Sydney Hakoah and Sydney Olympic take centre stage in the 
Australian Conference. Hakoah will miss sweeper Alex Rob- 
ertson who was sent off against Penrith, but this great club has 
proved time and time again that it has an abundance of back-up 
players able to step into the team and do as well, if not better, 
than the men they replace. 3 

I fancy Olympic this time, though. Peter Katholos and Mar- 
shall Soper haven't scored for a while. The law of averages 
demands that they do, and such is the nature of these players that 
they’ll break loosé in a big match such as this.

When Bobby McLachlan coached Green 
Gully in 1981, he didn‘t think his team was as 
good as Melbourne Croatia and wouldn't be 
drawn into comment about Gully’s title chan- 


ces. 

Green Gully won the Victor- 
ian State League championship 
by six points in 1981. it also 
won the Dockerty and Ampol 
Cups that year. 

So when Morwell Falcons’ 


~ coach Jimmy Dunne says his 


team isn't quite as good as Po- 
lonia right now and refuses to 
talk about Falcons winning the 
title, other title contenders had 
better watch out! 

Dunne played for Gully under 
McLachlan in 1980. It was the 
start of Gully’s surge to glory. 
After finishing third-last in State 
League the previous season, 
Gully finished third in 1980 and 
Dunne won the Bill Fleming 
Medal. 

The next season, McLachlan 
used the $10,000 Gully received 
for Dunne’s transfer to Brisbane 
City to revamp the Gully first 
team squad and while Gully 
stayed at the top of the Victorian 
tree in 1981 and 1982, Dunne’s 
career came to a violent end. — 


He broke his leg while playing 
against Footscray J.U.S.T. at 
Schintier Reserve in an NSL 
match, in April, 1982. 

“Tf I'd finished that season 
okay I'd probably have looked! 
around for a player-coaching job 
anyway. The one thing that 


made me hitter ahont the in- 


cident was that no-one from 
Footscray J.U.S.T. came to visit 
me. I was in Footscray hospital 
for 13 days. The player who 
broke my leg never even phoned 
to ask how I was getting on,” 
said Dunne. 


It was the end of a star-stud- 
ded playing career. Dunne was 
signed by English club Milwall 
as a 16-year-old, switched to Tor- 
quay United in 1968, then was 
Signed by Fulham for $34,000 in 
1970, Five years later he spent a 
season in South Africa with 
Durban City, then rejoined Ful- 
ham. He returned to Torquay in 
the latter half of the 1970’s 
oe joining Green Gully in 


Dunne made two appearances 
for the Republic of Ireland, one 
in a full international. He also 
won youth caps for Ireland. 


“After getting over the broken’ 


leg I returned to Torquay but 
there wasn’t much happening 
coaching-wise there. I had 
thoughts about going to the U.S, 
or to Canada when the Morwell 
thing cropped up late last year. 
Actually I was trying to get 
players for Green Gully and 
Morwell at the time: Wally 
Dean, the team manager at Mor- 
well, was talking to me on the 
phone and I said to him to keep 


John Bedford in the South Mel- 
bourne Hellas history books. 


Bedford, who retired some time ago, is Hel- 
las’s longest-serving player. Xanthopoules, 
who broke into the senior team in 1972, is in 
second place, and Kris Kalifatidis ranks third. 

Xanthopoules, 28, was brought into the 
Hellas team by coach Manny Poulakakis as a 
midfielder, but went to centre-back when Bed- 
ford dropped out due to injury. Bedford retur- 
ned, and Xanthopoulos found himself on the 
bench until he won a regular position in the 


He served Hellas continuously until 1978 
when a knee operation put him out of the game 
for two years. As a result of the operation, he 
contracted arthritis which is troubling him at 
the moment because his knee has been in- 
active during his latest lay-off. This time a 
groin injury has been the cause, and he’s only 
just returned to active duty, with the Hellas 
youth team, after missing the first half of the 


“I’m just a bag of bones,” he jokes about 


§' “This one has been a perplexing injury. It 
a‘ was the same one John Yzendoorn had. At 
first the doctors recommended an operation, 
but then I spoke to Gary Wilson of Fitzroy 
VFL club, who had a similar injury, and he put 
‘me onto Fitzroy’s doctor, who said it would 
clear up with rest. It did clear up, before the 
scheduled date for an operation, but I came 
back too early, and I had trouble again. Now 
it’s 100 per cent — finally. 

Xanthopoulos played six games for Victoria 
— against South Australia, Tottenham Hot- 
spur, Bologna, the Italian Army, Atromitos 
and Velez Mostar in 1976 — but wrecked his 
chances of an international career by failing 
to turn up when selected to play for Australia 
against Hong Kong in Canberra that year. 

He explains: 

“T had been chosen in the squad for a game 
against Sunderland. I didn’t get a run and 
afterwards I was dropped again. I thought it 
was just a token gesture to Victoria, to save 
on the air fare for a Sydney player. 

“The coach, Jim Shoulder, didn’t say any- 
thing to me about my future with the national 
squad. Then, for the Hong Kong match, some 
of the Sydney players were unavailable be- 
cause of club commitments, so Duncan 
Cummings, Mendo Risotvski and I were 
picked for the match. I knew I was only a stop- 
gap player and that I’d be dropped again after- 
wards, so I just didn’t go. 

“I know I made a mistake. Shoulder was 
{ disappointed, and he had a right to be. I should 
#7 have been more sensible and more patient.’ 

4 Xanthopoulos started with the Hellas

“The doctor said I can start 
training next month depending 
on how I feel but it could be at 
least two months before I'l] be 
able to play,’ Mitchell said. 

“‘l was due back in Glasgow 
this week and have re-booked 
my [light for July 29. Rangers 
coach Jock Wallace is on holi- 
days in Spain and I spoke to 
one of the club directors who 
advised me to have the oper- 
ation. 

“The specialist said I had 
made the right decision be- 
cause it could have taken a 
year to heal if I'd gambled by 
playing and caused further 
damage. 

“The leg is quite sore and 
I'm not allowed to do any ex- 
ercises.”" 

Mitchell had a torn muscle 
in the right side of his groin 
which was affecting his game 
before he returned to Aust- 
ralia to play in the recent 
international series. 

“It was hurting then and I 
probably shouldn't have 
played,’’ Mitchell said. 

“The doctor has suggested I 
stay another two weeks in Ad- 
elaide in case there are any 
complications and not to do 
any physical work if it’s still 
sore. 

‘'T have to see the specialist 
again early next week and then 
phone the club to let them 
know my progress."' 

Mitchell, who is staying 
with his parents, scotched sug- 
gestions that he would not be 
available to play for Australia 
in the World Cup qualifying 
rounds next year if he gained 
selection with the Rangers’ 
First XI. 

“Tm not in the first team 
and will have to fight to get my 
place back. But my contract 
finishes a year from now and it 
will have to be re-negotiated,”’ 
he said. 

“There’s a lot of talking to 
be done with the club about the 
World Cup. When I signed I

for the qualifying matches and 
that approach still applies, ir-
